In Hankow itself haphazard me- 
thods of taxation, virtually amount-| 
ing to a system of capital levies,| 
coupled with the high-handed actions | 
of the Iabour organizations had,| 
even prior to the events of the past| 
fortnight, brought things to such a| 
pass that a financial erisis was 
ready inevitable, and it was well 
Known that many Chinese _banks,| 
firms and shops were faced with e 
tinction, ‘This condition of affairs 
hhas, of course, been greatly accent-| 
uated by the ‘recent suspension of| 
business activities on the part of| 
British banks and firms, and the|

Foreigners as Hostages 
Reports from the outports _in-| 
Jdicate that the unions are continu-| 
ing their policy of detaining for- 
eigners, including those holding} 
oficial posts as well as representa-| 
tives of firms, in order to sccure| 
Jacquiescence to their demands. For} 
instance, the French Postmaster at| 
Kinkiang was held prisoner for 24

Useless to Argue 
It would seem that there was

Proclamations have been posted 
enjoining law and order and threa-| 
tening disturbers. thereof. Also, 
Chinese officials have tolegraphed to} 
interior points in the province order-| 
ing the protection of foreign lives 
‘and property, and they have earnest 
ly assured the British Consul of| 
their ability to prevent the spread 
of rioting. 

In these circumstances the official 
feeling is that responsible British| 
subjects ought to co-operate with 
the Chinese officials and show con-| 
fidence by displaying steadiness. 
'So long as the Kuomintang officials 
display a desire that British subjects

‘mission work in the area controlled 
by them, it is felt that Britons 
should remain at theit posts, hoping}

BORODIN AND THE 


BANDIT

‘YESTERDAY we published two| 
lepoch-making interviews. There 
jeould be no clearer statements of 
policy than those which emanat-| 
ed from Comrade Borodin and 
Marshal Chang Tso-lin, showing 
forth as they do an’ amazing 
jcontrast between the fanatic’s| 
self-deceiving sophistry and the 
outspoken, straightforward and 
fairly logical appeal from a 
“hard-boiled” soldier who is a| 
self-confessed graduate of “the 
school of forestry”. This phrase 
by the way, is a bit of modest! 
bandit humour. which we are 
pleased to credit to Chang! 
Chung-chang as an offset to his 
otherwise thoroughly bad re- 
putation. We do not think that 
it has ever been shown on a 
single page how certainly Com- 
rade Borodin is a self-deceived 
madman nor how surely Chang] 
Tso-lin is (after his fashion) an 
fhonest-minded, rough and ready| 
Mayehurian Hunghutze. They 
both approach the same Chi- 
nese objective, but from such| 
widely divergent angles that 
there cannot be the slightest 
doubt in any foreigner’s mind as 
to which is the saner. There 
probably has never been a more 
convineing talker in China than 
Borodin. He is more than this; 
he is a hypnotist. If the writer 
lever had the bad luck to be left 
falone with Borodin for fifteen 
minutes and kept no notes after-| 
wards which would enable him| 
ito check what Borodin said with| 
what his “subject” thought he 
had said, he would be a Bolshevik 
for life. A strong personality 
jean always erase reason and 
substitute feeling; and Borodin| 
just such a personality. One| 
ceases to think after one ha: 
boon with him a few minutes and| 
simply vibyates as with an over-| 
dose of a narcotic. ‘The man 
who has sufficient spirit of his 
own to talk with this master 
Bolshevik and then coldly record| 
the trifling arguments. that he| 
puts forward, deserves the sincer-| 
est congratulations of all the 
foreign communities in China,

ever that may mean. Now, if 
the governments of those count 
ries from which missionaries 
jcome were convinced that this 
is the voice of China, and not 
merely the catchwords of a small 
number of rabid propagandist: 
we are inclined to think that 
they would modify their attitude 
towards the missionary move+ 
ment. It is true that any Chi- 
nese might go to England or to 
any British possession and build 
a Buddhist temple—there pro- 
bably are such in the Straits 
Settlements—or open a lecture 
hall and preach the doctrines of 
Confucius end excite nothing 
more than a mild curiosity. It 
‘is cortain that no one would call 
him bad names or want to tear 
down the buildings he erected; 
we might, perhaps, claim the 
same privilege on the groun 
jof reciprocity but further than 
that we doubt whether any gov- 
ernment would go. That this 
would be a deathblow to Chris- 
tianity in China we do not be- 
lieve. The history of the Church 
proves that it thrives on opposi- 
tion as the oak, rocked by tl 
tempest, digs its roots into the 
soil and resists every effort of 
ithe blast to uproot it.

To most of his 
Jaudience Mo Tzu was little more 
than a name when the lecturer be- 
Jgan, for scarcely anything on this 
jsage hes anpearcd in any European 
language. It was soon clear that 
Mr. Williamson has devoted a great 
deal of time to the mastery of the 
[relevant Chinese literature, and is 
well versed in the teachings of the 
suze. He passed lightly in and out 
Jof that bewildering maze, Chincse 
history, and quoted with’ familiar, 
yet modest, ease from Chinest 
felassical and other ancient and m 
Jdcra literary sourees with the air 
fof one who is fully at home with 
ithem. 











Mo Tsu The Teacher 
Mo Tzu is a teacher in whom 
tke Western world will certainly be 
Imuch interested when his work is 
Jopen to it. He lived between the| 
time of Confucius and of Meneius, 
so that the greater part of his 
Tife was spent in the fifth century 
B.C, In that age China was torn 
with internecine strife betwen the 
ambitious war-lords of thnt day—a| 
feondition that has been known in 
fore modern times! Great social 
inequalities were apparent, os:enta-| 
tious luxury in the upper classes 
being paid for by direct poverty 
in the lower classes, Into such a 
Society came Mo Tau, living an 
fasectic life and denouncing luxury,

Before the 
Gays of Aristotle, he had a carefully 
worked out system of Logic, He 
fanticipated modern theories of 
matter, He pursued mathematical 
studies, and defined mathematical 
propertics with the precision of 
Euclid, He organized a Church, 
Jromewhat on the model afterwards 
found in the Roman Church, with 
Ja Pope snd Cardinals. The very 
method of his teaching has its 
parallel in the Socratic method of 
interrogation, pursuing point by 
point the fallacies of men’s reason 
ing until by the sheer force of his 
logical anslysis he has shatterett 
thelr delusions. He has been sume 
med up by a modern Chinese auth 
lority os “a big Marx and a littte 
Christ.” 


‘The Church of Mo Ta 
‘What has been the fato of this 
great teacher? And where is his 
Church? For two conturios his in- 
Avence lasted, and his Church grow, 
js that he rivalled in influence: 
Confucius himsclf. ‘Then the unity 
fhe had so strongly enjoined on his 
followers was broken, and there wae 
Ja contest for the Papacy betweon 
thros rivals, From that time little 
has boon heard of the Church of 
Me Tzu, whose division was ite 
undoing. For the preservation of 
ithe works of Mo ‘Cau wo are in.

Jand religious teachings of the saga, 
but in some alchomistic teachings 
which occupy but a very trivia

‘Tho Rev, George G. Warren, in) 
cmany respects one of the most} 
facinating personalities among the 
‘missionaries in China, died in Chang- 
sha on Sunday (Jan. 16). In the 
‘unseftled state of affairs in Chang 
sha,” his friends, many of them 
‘Chinese, dared not arrange for the} 
funeral’ to which a man of his pro- 
‘minence in a Chinese comnunity 
“would ordinarily be entitled, and he 
“was buried in a corner of the garden 
of his own house, 

Mr. Warren was born in Exeter| 
in 1861, He was educated at Dids- 
‘bury College, Manchester and amg] 
+to Chita in 1886, His entire life was 
‘spent in the interior, In Hunan, he} 
Swas recognized not as a foreigter| 
and missionary only, but as a lead- 
"ing citizen of the province, whose 
services to the people were always 
‘appreciated. As long as he was 
“treasurer of the Famine Relief Com- 
“mittee, there was never any question 
cas to’ the administration of the 
funds, and even governors feared 
his just rebukes.

EMPIRE 


To the Euitor of the

in your issue of the 20th instant 
which appears under the caption 
“Chinese Within the British Em- 
pire,” ig may be of interest to 
eeall the statement made in the 
issue cf the “North-China Daily 
News" of Jaly, 1923, based on|

Russi ‘these 423,883 are 
said to have been domiciied in the 
British Empire, 

The number given ebove of 
Inese domiciled in the British Empire 
is probably very much understated 

for example, the detailed figures 
give the number of Chinese in the 
Dominion of Canada as only 12,000, | 
whereas according to the Canadian, 
leensus of 1911 there were no less 
than 27,774 Chinese there of whom| 
more than 10,000 alone were in 
British Columbia. Also as regards! 
Hongkong, the figures are given as| 
314,000, whilst the official return 
for 1520 showed the Chinese 
population to be then $01,000, An 
article by H. F. MaeNair, publish- 
in July, 1923, in the “Chinese 
Social & Political Science Review,” 
is responsible for the statement) 
that in 1918 the Chinese in British 
Malay numbered approximately| 
1,000,000 exclusive of those resident 
in British protected areas. They 
were distributed ag follows, in the| 
S, 483,244, Straits Settlements 
64, Singapore about 200,000 or 
two-thirds of the entire population 
of that city. It ts also stated that 
there are more Chinese in Singapore 
nin any other city outside of| 
Proper. ‘These figures. for 
Malay. are upwards of 200,000 in| 
‘excesa of the figures siven in the 
Chinese consular reports. It is 
» therefore, that no 
,000 to 
5,000,000 Chincre are at this time 
domiciled in British dominions, 
whilst the British and all. their 
works are being specially singled 
‘out by the Chinese in China to be 
baited, bused and boycotted. 

Tt taay also be of interest to 
quote from the report on the trade 
lof Amoy during 1922, published in 
August of 1923, by J. H. Macoun, 
Commissioner of Customs there. 
‘The report states:—“Reliable data 
have been given regarding the! 
great weelth of the rich overseas 
merchants, though I am not aware 
that any estimate has yet been made’ 
of the collective wealth of their 
fellow-provincials in foreign lands. 
Nevertheless, I think that it may’ 
safely be assumed that the total! 
amount amassed must be very 
large and that it would be a con- 

imate to reckon it at 
not less than $1,500,000,000. It is; 
well known that the Chinese in 
some foreign countries, who are 
largely Fukienese, are very suecess- 
ful traders, that some of them are 
exceedingly wealthy, and that the 
resources of all have inereased 
markedly in reeent years.” The Fe- 
ference given in this quotation to| 
the wealth of Fukienece merchants 
abroad can be only a mere fraction 
of the total wealth of the Chinese 
living and thriving under the 
benignant rule of the British. 

“Briton” refers to the astonishing 
total of 340,000 Chinese emigrants 
arriving in the Straits Settlements 
during 1926. This rising tide of 
Chinese emigration has, of course, 
a direct relation to the political and 
economic chaos prevailing in China. 
For this foreigners have no shred 
‘of responsibility; on the contrary 
the economic condition would be 
even more disestrous and would

Return to Work: Threatened 


Riot Quickly Quelled: Heavy Damagé in Heng 
Foong Mill: Motor Bus Strike 


SATURDAY. 

Three thousand employees of the| 
Heng Fong cotton mill, Chinese 
‘concern at 1 Whashing- Road, went 
fon. sivike yesterday evening’ and, 
‘egged on by their ringleaders, went 
through the mill wrecking 
spindhis, and carding machines, 
smashing the furniture in the offices 
and’ finally at 9.15 pm, setting fire 
to cotton in the machines which 
enused: several hundred tacls worth 
eof dantage. 

The trouble started about 3| 
o'clock: in the afternoon subsequent 
‘to. a'démand’ made by 40 fitters that

‘The word had been passed around 
durthg:the noon hour and the early 
attomnoon and at 3 o'clock the 
ttoublé broke, In the number two) 
mill the men and women attacked

floor the mob. became more violent

all. The windows broken, they rush

‘The Office Wrecked 

On the ground Moor office some

with a long iron bar and stole about 
$100," They also wrecked-this office.

Before this hour as a bus ap- 
proached Whashing Road a number 
of loafers and strikers flocked across 
tho road, and stopped further pro- 
gress of the motor. Throwing stones 
through the wizdows, they surround- 
fed the vehicle and stopped the 
motorman, ‘They kidnapped him 
fand took hhim to the Tramwaymen's 
Union, 204 Pingliang Road. The 
conductor made good his escape. 

The efficient and seemingly ever- 
present Emergency Squad was des- 
patched to Yangtszepoo station and 
in conjunction with the force 
there, Mr. Baker, being in charge, 
ided the union quarters.

FIRE IN GODOWN AT 


POOTUNG 





Arduous Work of the Brigade in 
Tackling a Dangerous 
Outbreak: 


A‘ fire of large proportions ant 
[which caused considerable trouble to 
the Brigade because of ‘its .inac- 
leessability, broke out during the 
early evening of Sunday in tke 
godown of Messrs. Olivier in Poo- 
tung, directly opps Chaoufoong 
Road and adjacent to the British 
[Cigarette Company's plant. At no 
time were the flames visible in 
Shanghai, and it was not until an 
employee’ of the BIC.C, noticed the: 
redness of the other building that 
fhe sounded an alarm which reached 
Contral Station at 9.52 p.m. 
fentral_and Hongkew turned out 
to man the Brigade and Customs 
floats, which wore despatched to th: 
scene’ at once, Captain Reed taking 
‘command. Lines of hose had to be 
ran several hundred yards back 
from the waterfront. ‘The fire was 
found to be in the second story and, 
as the windows were of reinforced 
special factory ginss, the firemen 
could not force an entrance until a 
Jeombination of heat and water broke 
‘through these windows. Then the 
pungent smoke preventod effective 
‘work, until gradually a circle of 
dampened cargo was formed after 
[which operations became easier. 

By 11.30 o'clock, the flames were 
under control, although the fire float 
remained pouriog on quantities of 
water, the Customs float continul 
still Inter. ig 
Tho building is modern and tho: 
fire was confined to the one floor, 
which, however, appears to be gutted. 
It is doubtful if any of the silk or 
cotton, thought to have been stored 
there,” will” be salvaged, It is 
estimated that betwoon. three and 
four hundred bales of cotton wore 
damaged by fire and water. 

Incendiarism Suspeeted 

For the second time in the past 
two days Messrs, Olivier & Co, havo 
been the vietims of a fixe which did 
‘considerable damage in their godown 
in Pootung. It is thought probable 
that the tire was the work of In- 
condiaries, 

‘The blaze started at about 6.30 
o'elock, om Tuesday at which timo 
4 repoitt came into the Central Fire 
Brigade that a large volume of 
J. | smoke and occasional flames were 

‘coming from the ground floor of ths 
godown, 

Immediately the gear from tho 
Central station was taken to the 
Customs Jetty and put aboant tho 
Brigade’s fire float Fire Dragon, In 
short order this was followed by the 
Castoms Flost manned by the Hong- 
ew division, 

‘On reaching the scene of the fire 
it was found that the flames wero 
spreading rapidly through — the 
Rround floor which was filled with 
bales of cotton, Denso clouds of 
jamoke filled the place, making it 
hard to reach the soxt of the flames. 

All the available hose was attach- 
Jed and a systematic damping down 
was started. For close on three 
hours the two floats pumped wator 
into the godown until tho fire was 
finally brought under control.

An intertsting lend case opened 
in “H. M, Supreme Court, on Tuesday, 
before Judge Grain, in the action 
of Huang Hing v. Boyd & Co, of 
JAmoy and Formosa, tea merchants, 
Mr. K. E, Newman appeared for 
the plaintiff and Mr. M. Reader 
Harris for the defendants. 

‘Mr, Harris said he understood the 
plaintiff was ‘anxious for the: at- 
tendance of Mz, Thomas, the man- 
Jager in Formosa, and Mr. Smith, 
‘the manager in Amoy. Mr. Thomas 
was not in Amoy at the time with 
which this case was concerned, 
‘Mr, Smith was a prominent:member

plainti(’s right to claim, and also 
that they had purchased the land 
and subsequently resold it, 

‘Mr, Newman said his claim would 
‘be that the title deed was wrongly 
issued. In ancient times the whole 
of the island of Kulangsu belonged 
to the Muang clan. It now 
divided into lots, some owned bj 
mombers of the family and others 
‘by persons who had acquired them 
by “purchase, ‘The area of tha 
island roughly was 1% square miles 
and the Iand in some places ha 
become extremely valuable, 

Defendants had been established 
in Amoy since between 1850 and 
1860, “About 1860, by a scries of 
leases—six in particular, they 
socured certain plots of land from 
the Huang family, making up one 
‘harmonious whole and which com= 
prised Boyd's Senior Mess. ‘Tho 
Test was used as a garden for the 
mess. Tt surrounded by a 
[stone wail and bordered by the sea 
in many places, whilst roads had 
been cut round ‘it. At one comer 
there was a rocky hill known to 
the Chinese as the Black Talking 
Bird, the formation being supposes 
fcom certain angles, to repres 
that bird. 

The firm paid an annual rent to 
the Huang family on the various 
plots as folows:—2 mow, rent $16 
er annum for seven years; 1 mow, 
$4, for 10 years; 1 mow, $6, for 10 
years; 1 mow, $9, for 10° years; 1 
























































mow, 82, for 10" years; unstated 
fren, $10, for 12 years. Paymen’ 
for the foregoing was made in 


advance for the full term, except 
as regards the fifth. Tho’ defence 
admitted that they got $95,000 on 
the sale. 

"Phe terme of the leases were that 
they could he carried on at tho 
expiry of the firot period and they 
‘were continued, rent being paid np 
to 1908 or 1905. One clause of the 
leases was that “the ancestral 
grave shall not be demolished or 
violently stepped on.” Tt had been 
Jasserted that part of the land was 
transferred in 1902 by the wife of 
one member of the family, but 
factually she died in 1886. 

‘A curious point was that, ale 
though the defendants claimed to 
have purchased the land, they con- 
tinued to pay rent for some years 
Jafterwards. In 1902, the defendants 
obtained what known as a

The Flippant Modern Attitude 


Where art leaves off and indecent 
exposure begins is a question often 
discussed in relation to the stage 
and frequently enough with regard 
to literature. Numerous anonymous 
works purporting to be brutally 
frank and honest in their tales of 
people now or recently living have 
stimulated argement on both sides. 
‘The propriety of publishing letter 
particularly love letter, has come 
up again in connexion with John 
Drinkwater’s “Book for Bookmen,” 
recently published in England. A. 
critie refers. to the author as 
“perverse” becauso he says that the 
letters of Kea‘s to Fanny Bravne 
should: never have been published. 
‘This critic was on the side of those 
who are for publication of any- 
thing; Drinkwater finds it in better 
taste to draw the line somewhere, 
id in a long defence of his posi- 
tion, printed in “Tho Manchestor 
Guardian, " gives his reasons, 
Admitting that private cor: 
dence is often of great interes 
value in filling in the charac 
well-known persons, particularly 
‘writers, he insists that love letters 
do not belong to the public in any 
sense or at any time, 
A hundred years later they re 
to the writer and

Going still further, he main- 
that it is impossible for any 
person. to comprehend them, 
Whatever allowances are made for 
‘che mood of the writer, the reader 
to-day cannot be emotionally in

character, So Drinkwater argues 
that they are of no importance to 
renders who want more light on a 
beloved uthor, and in fact are 
positively misleading.
